The Cummins amendment became 
effective Thursday and hereafter pas- 
sengers checking baggage in inter- 
State travel must declare to the bag- 
gage agent the value of the property 
contained in the trunk, suitcase or 
parcel. Trunks containing valuables 
of $100 or less will be checked free, 
but over that amount must be paid 
for at the rate of 10 cents per $100. 
and this may be considered an insur 
unce fee. But don't think for a min- 
ute you can transport a trunkful 
worth $500 by simply declaring its 
value to be $100. That won't work. 
On the contrary, the passenger is 
charged by the law to give a right 
valuation of his property or lay him- 
self liable to punishment under the 
statute. It is held to be a mi-i!e 
meanor to make a mi-statement of 
value eith er up or down. 

Mr. Shelton M. SaonVy, of this pa- 
per, has accepted, ufter much persua- 
sion, the management of Mr. Mi- 
Chesney's gubernatorial campaign, 
and left this morning for Frankfort 
to take charge.
